Should  your  church  lose  contact  with 
one  of  its  members  who  is  serving  in  the 
military  and  he  becomes,  “MISSING  IN 
THE  SERVICES,”  then  it  is  tragic  for 
him. 

Approximately  368,000  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists,  or  Baptist  connected  men  and  wo- 
*nen,  are  serving  in  the  national  mili¬ 
tary  establishment.  One  of  their  surest 
anchors  and  strongest  stimulants  is  con¬ 
stant  contact  with  the  home  church. 

No  doubt  you  keenly  feel  the  absence 
of  these  young  people.  Their  loss  to  your 
church  for  a  season  is  of  vital  concern 
to  you.  They  need  your  ministry.  The 
disadvantage  of  distance,  or  current 
conditions,  calls  for  not  only  concern 
but  personal  consecration  to  the  task 
and  a  positive  program  by  your  church.

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Four  States  Give  Added  Help 
To  Disabled  Ministers 


DALLAS,  Jh.  —IBP) —  “Something 
extra”  means  more  than  just  a  little 
bit  to  tbe  disabled  ministers  of  the  four 
atate  conventions  paying  supplementary 
disability  annuities  to  members  of  tbe 
Ministers  Retirement  Plan. 

Tbe  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  pro¬ 
vides  for  $500  annual  maximum  return 
in  event  of  complete  disability.  Four 
slate  conventions  are  supplementing 
the  annuity  with  $400  additional  paid  out 
of  special  stale  relief  funds. 

According  to  Dr.  Walter  R.  Alexander, 
secretary  of  the  Relief  and  Annuity 
Board  in  Dallas,  other  states  are  ex¬ 
pected  to  soon  follow  the  action  of  Texas, 
Maryland,  Virginia  and  Oklahoma  in  the 
$400  yearly  supplement.  Several  will 
begin  as  of  July  1,  be  believes. 

“You  have  done  a  great  thing  in  a 
big  way  at  the  right  time,”  writes  ooe 
disabled  minister. 

Another  writes:  "You  can  never  know 
how  happy  we  were  to  get  the  supple¬ 
ment  check.  Thanks  to  the  churches  and 
good  people  of  Texas  for  this  extra 
help.” 

Dr.  Alexander  emphasizes  that  in  the 
states  now  using  the  supplement  plan, 
the  program  applies  only  to  members  of 
the  Ministers  Retirement  Plan  and  has 
not  been  made  available  for  this  under 
the  (Old)  Annuity  Plan  and  Educational 
Plan.

SUGGESTIONS: 

Organist — One  person  should  be  made 
responsible  for  the  entire  program — to 
assure  complete  and  regular  coverage. 
Maintain  correct  mailing  addresses  ac¬ 
cessible  to  addressers: 

Orders  received — Previous  to  depart¬ 
ure,  pastor  should  counsel  inductee  re¬ 
garding  spiritual  living,  cautions  and 
warnings  pertaining  to  military  life,  em¬ 
phasize  that  he  co-operate  with  his  chap¬ 
lain  and  the  church  in  tbe  community. 
Give  appropriate  public  recognition  of 
bis  departure  in  worship  service  or 
group  meetings.  Impress  him  with  the 
church's  desire  that  be  keep  contact 
with  his  church. 

Occasionally — Write  personal  letters 
from  church  leaders  and  friends.  Reg¬ 
ularly  send  chain  letters  from  church 
groups  at  social  or  other  gatherings. 
Best  of  all,  families  not  related  to  ad¬ 
dressee,  send  chain  letter  from  each 
member.  Periodically  form  letter  writ¬ 
ing  groups  or  clubs  composed  of  care¬ 
fully  selected  men  and  women  of  varied 
ages.  No  ooe  person  should  serve  longer 
than  .two  months. 

Ordering  literature — Provide  for  your 
man  in  service  as  you  did  when  be  was 
at  home.  Send  early  his  respective  quar¬ 
terlies,  Sunday  bulletins.  Baptist  Record, 
and  home  town  paper.  Carefully  selected 
tracts  and  books  of  religious  fiction  are 
helpful. 

When  you  pray  positively  that  you r 
man  will  not  be  “MISSING  IN  ACTION” 
pray  also  that  your  church  promote  a

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Endowment  Vvisaom

In  Luke  16:8  the  Savior  said:  “The 
children  of  this  world  are  in  their  gen¬ 
eration  wiser  than  the  children  of  light.” 
By  this  He  must  have  meant  that  the 
people  who  are  interested  in  temporal 
and  material  things  are  wiser  than  those 
who  pretend  to  be  interested  in  eternal 
and  spiritual  verities.  For  evidently  the 
unjust  steward  was  using  foresight.  He 
was  using  his  present  opportunities  to 
make  his  future  secure.  Such  wisdom 
continues  to  be  exercised  by  those  in¬ 
terested  solely  in  temporal  and  material 
things. 

It  would  seem  that  the  children  of 
light— those  interested  in  eternal  and 
spiritual  things — should  be  much  wiser 
than  the  children  of  this  world.  But  are 
they?  When  you  compare  the  insurance 
carried  on  church  bouses,  church  hos¬ 
pitals,  church  schools  and  pasloriums 
with  that  carried  by  big  business  con¬ 
cerns  on  their  properties,  you  are  led 
to  believe  that  the  children  of  this  world 
are  still  wiser  than  the  children  of  light. 
Furthermore,  business  firms  endeavor 
to  build  up  strong  reserves  to  fortify 
against  emergencies  which  may  arise. 
This  is  not  true  with  religious  bodies. 
For  instance,  Mississippi  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  owns  and  operates  four  colleges. 
Not  one  of  them  has  sufficient  endow¬ 
ment  to  enable  it  to  be  of  greatest  use¬ 
fulness.  Should  a  panic  come,  it  is  doubt¬ 
ful  if  any  one  of  the  colleges  could  sur¬ 
vive.  Furthermore,  hundreds  of  thous¬ 
ands  of  dollars  worth  of  hard  earned 
money  invested  in  these  institutions 
would  be  lost,  and  our  opportunities  for 
doing  the  noble  work  for  which  these 
institutions  were  established  would  come 
to  an  end. 

Two  recent  efforts  have  been  made  to 
endow  our  schools  in  order  that  they 
may  be  able  to  weather  the  storms  which 
must  inevitably  come.  One  was  a  resolu¬ 
tion  introduced  in  the  last  session  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention.  The  ob¬ 
ject  of  this  resolution  was  to  increase 
the  present  endowment  for  each  of  our 
schools  by  10%  of  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  receipts.  In  addition  to  this  regu¬ 
lar  increase  made  possible  by  the 
churches  it  was  believed  that  the  church 
membership  would  become  more  endow¬ 
ment  minded  and  by  constantly  thinking 
endowment  our  people  would  become  en¬ 
dowment  minded.  We  move  in  the  di¬ 
rection  of  our  thinking. 

The  other  effort  was  one  proposed  by 
Leland  Speed,  the  president  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  Foundation,  namely:  To 
find  one  thousand  people  who  will  give 
$1,000  each  for  permanent  endowment 
Tbe  president  of  the  Foundation,  who  has 
several  times  before  made  generous  do¬ 
nations,  led  out  in  this  movement.  Many 
others  have  followed  his  example.  The 
movement  is  being  pushed  by  the  Foun¬ 
dation  Secretary,  Harry  L.  Spencer. 

The  effort  is  reasonable  and  most 
worthy  and  should  claim  the  attention 
and  support  of  those  who  are  able  to 
give  $1,000  and  thus  extend  their  useful¬ 
ness  through  centuries  to  come,  as  the 
income  from  this  endowment  can  be 
used  from  year  to  year  in  educating  the 
youth  of  our  land.  To  place  ones  money 
at  tbe  disposal  of  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Foundation  gives  assurance  that  the 
wishes  of  the  giver  will  be  continuously 
carried  out.  Hence,  the  raising  of  this 
million  dollars  should  require  only  a

It  isn’t  too  late  yet  to  “let  our  voices 
be  heard  against  UMT  or  sny  other 
plan  which  would  lead  to  a  military 
domination  of  our  youth  and  ultimately 
our  economy  and  society,”  says  W.  G 
Stracener,  editor  of  the  Florida  Baptist 
Witiness. 

Says  Editor  Stracener:  "Does  any  ear- 
nest  Christian  seriously  think  that  the 
armed  services  provide  the  best  place 
for  the  physical,  moral  and  spiritual 
training  of  our  American  young  people? 
The  idea  was  tried  in  Italy  where  Mus- 
solini  said  universal  military  training 
would  give  Italian  youth  the  stamp  of 
nobility  and  in  Germany  where  Hitler 
said  it  would  give  every  man  ground  for 
pride  in  his  citizenship.  Could  we  today 
envy  the  youth  of  either  of  these  na¬ 
tions  ?  ” 

Right  behind  Editor  Stracener  in  his 
stand  is  B.  J.  Murrie,  editor  of  the  Illi- 
nois  Baptist,  who  titled  a  two-columa 
editorial  on  the  dangers  of  the  bill: 
“Help  Save  Your  Boy  Now.” 

He  points  up  the  attermath  of  the  six- 
month  required  training — seven  and  a 
half  more  years  in  the  reserves,  with 
the  army  having  the  right  to  select 
qualified  men  to  receive  dental,  medical 
and  scientific  training,  granting  them 
deferment  from  the  reserves  until  pro¬ 
fessional  training  is  completed. 

“This  means  that  the  army  would  se¬ 
lect  the  future  medical  and  technical 
men  of  this  nation,”  Murrie  writes. 
“They  would  not  be  able  to  start  about 
their  public  careers  until  after  they  were 
thirty-three.  Civilians  would  get  what 
doctors  were  left  who  could  become  such 
despite  military  service.”  * 

Murrie  continued  to  cite  that  the  bill 
provides  for  no  moral  protection  for  the 
eighteen-year-olds.  It  only  suggests  that 
cities  and  towns  near  the  camps  should 
“do  something  about”  moral  conditions 
of  the  men.

“Since  the  President  has  already  made 
up  his  mind  regarding  the  appointment 
of  an  ambassador  to  the  Vatican,”  Mr. 
Connelly  wrote,  “he  has  asked  that  I 
suggest  to  you  that  any  representations 
which  your  group  wishes  to  make  in 
protest  against  the  appointment  should 
be  made  to  the  Department  of  State  or 
the  appropriate  committees  of  Con¬ 
gress.”  (Editor’s  Note;  Did  you  ever 
hear  of  the  term  “a  closed  mind”?)

sylvania,  West  Virginia,  Ohio,  New  Mex¬ 
ico.  and  New  York. 

The  Seminary  Extension  Department 
was  organized  by  the  Seminaries  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  to  meet  the 
needs  of  those  who,  (1)  cannot  attend 
college  or  the  Seminary,  (2)  cannot  meet 
requirements  for  entrance  into  colleges 
(3)  want  to  follow  a  plan  of  study,  al¬ 
though  they  have  already  attended  col¬ 
lege  or  the  Seminary,  (4)  Lay  workers 
in  the  church  who  may  be  planning  to 
do  religious  work. 

The  hupger  for  knowledge  can  be  seen 
by  the  letters  which  come  to  the  Depart¬ 
ment.  For  example,  a  pastor  writes  that 
he  is  in  his  forties,  pastor  of  a  full-time 
church;  yet,  he  had  had  only  elemen¬ 
tary  education. 

Soldiers  write  that  they  want  to  im¬ 
prove  themselves  while  they  are  in  the 
service.  Sunday  School  teachers  write 
that  they  feel  the  need  of  additional 
Bible  study;  pastors  who  have  com¬ 
pleted  their  Seminary  training  wish  to 
continue  their  studies  through  the  de¬ 
partment.

New  Testament  Study  of  the  Epistles 


that  good  planning  is  the  only  way  to 
get  the  best  results.

We  need  to 
be  in  the  best  possible  state  of  readiness 
when  the  school  begins. 

4.  Havo  Mora  Mission  Schools.  Many 
churches  should  promote  a  mission  Va¬ 
cation  School.  There  are  literally  hun¬ 
dreds  of  places  over  the  state  that  are 
desperately  in  need  of  spiritual  help.  No 
greater  blessing  can  we  be  to  the  boys 
and  girls  of  these  communities  than  for 
a  near-by  church  to  promote  a  Vacation 
Bible  School  there. 

These  are  some  things  we  can  do  thin 
year,  so  let's  start  early  and  work  in 
this  direction.  All  are  needed;  all  are 
possible.

I.  THE  RICH  YOUNG  RULER 

I  have  always  loved  this  young  man. 

1.  He  was  young,  with  the  prospect  of 
years  of  active  life  before  him.  He 
brought  the  streogth  of  youth  and  the 
hopes  of  youth  and  the  optimism  of  youth 
with  him  to  Jesus. 

2.  He  had  a  proolem,  and  it  was  a 
problem  worthy  ot  the  finest  young  man¬ 
hood.  He  wanted  to  solve  the  problem 
of  life,  to  learn  what  life’s  great  problem 
is,  to  know  what  is  life’s  highest  good. 
This  is  what  be  meant  by  eternal  life, 
the  life  lived  unto  the  loftiest  purpose, 
devoted  to  the  loftiest  pursuits,  s  summit 
of  life  attainable  by  the  loftiest  living. 
He  wanted,  the  beet  life  to  be  his. 

3.  He  brought  this  problem  of  his  to 
the  right  person,  to  the  one  who  holds 
the  key  to  the  fntnre,  who  can  unravel 
the  knots  in  the  tangled  skein  of  man’s 
existence.  "Are 


licac  and  he  was  rich.  All  the  people 
about  him  hated  him,  especially  the 
Pharisees,  Zaccheus,  I  think  it  possible, 
may  have  heard  of  Jesus,  may  have  even 
heard  of  some  of  the  plain  things  Jesus 
had  been  saying  to  the  Pharisees,  had 
been  saying  right  to  them,  and  what  be 
had  heard  that  Jesus  had  said  to  the 
Pharisees  had  delighted  him,  his  heart 
was  titillated  beyond  all  telling.  He  had 
no  doubt  said.  "I  just  wish  I  could  aee 
that  man!  If  I  have  a  chance"—  "Wait 
a  minute!  He  is  coming  right  through 
town  here  tomorrow  morning.”  "If  He 
does,  I'll  see  Him,  if  I  don’t  go  blind!”

3.  Every  person,  man  and  woman,  of 
the  throngs  of  Jericho  hated  Zaccheus, 
and  maybe  some  of  them  elbowed  or 
otherwise  pushed  him  back,  and  said 
things  at  him,  about  him  in  his  hearing, 
and  maybe  to  him,  such  as  "What  do 

man.  anxious  to  you  suppose  that  little  runt  is  doing  out 
here?  Thinks  he'll  get  a  chance  to  col¬ 
lect  tribute  off  the  prophet,  I  suppose!” 
And  I  love  and  Any  such  treatment  of  the  little  man 
was  of  the  devil,  who  was  trying  to  keep 
Zaccheus  from  getting  at  Jesus,  -or 
should  I  say,  trying  to  keep  Jesus  from 
getting  at  Zaccheus.

Two  Thousand  Decisions  Registered  During 
First  Week  of  Japan  Preaching  Mission 


Twelve  hundred  profession*  of  faith  in 
Christ  and  800  other  decisions  were  reg¬ 
istered  during  the  first  week  of  a  preach¬ 
ing  mission  in  Japan  now  being  conduct¬ 
ed  by  seven  Southern  Baptist  leaders. 

Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  executive  sec 
retary  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  re¬ 
ceived  the  message  by  cable  from  Dr. 
Baker  James  Cauthen,  the  Board's  sec¬ 
retary  for  the  Orient  who  is  directing 
the  campaign. 

However,  the  report  indicated  that 
there  is  not  the  wholesale  response  to 
the  gospel  which  has  been  previously  re¬ 
ported  from  Japan.  Several  reasons  are: 
The  Christian  message  is  no  longer  the 
voice-from-America  that  it  was  immed¬ 
iately  after  the  war;  the  churches  in 
the  Japan  Baptist  Convention  are  work¬ 
ing  to  win  definite  decisions  from  the 


almost-persuaded  who  attend  their  ser¬ 
vices  with  some  regularity;  and  Japa¬ 
nese  people  must  be  sought  out  and 
dealt  with  indivually. 

Members  of  the  preaching  mission  and 
experienced  missionaries  in  Japan  are 
rejoicing  to  find  that  Christians  in  Japan 
—despite  the  fact  that  they  number  only 
one  in  300  in  a  population  of  83  million — 
feel  a  terrific  responsibility  for  the  way 
in  which  their  country  will  meet  this 
hour  of  rapid  change.

“The  Hallelujah  Chorus  would  be  an 
appropriate  song,”  writes  Dr.  M.  Ray 
McKay  from  Japan  where  he  and  six 
other  Southern  Baptist  pastors  and  lead¬ 
ers  are  preaching  in  evangelistic  ser¬ 
vices. 

Dr.  McKay,  pastor  of  the  Second  Bap¬ 
tist  Church,  Little  Rock,  Ark.,  had  just 
completed  a  week  of  preaching  in  the 
Shinkoiwa  Baptist  Church,  Tokyo,  in 
which  there  were  204  decisions. 

“Shinkoiwa  is  a  small  church  of  115 
members  among  poor  people,”  he  said. 
“But  they  surely  love  the  Lord  and  do 
business  for  him.  Theit  church  building 
was  previously  a  small  manufacturing 
plant. 

“Pastor  Tateishi  is  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  illustrations  J  have  ever  seen  of  the 
rewards  of  suffering.  He  was  imprisoned 
twice  during  the  war  because  he  would 
not  say  that  the  Emperor  was  the  living 
God.  He  spent  months  in  Siberia.  Now 
he  is  such  a  slight,  frail  man  one  won¬ 
ders  how  he  stood  the  persecution.  He 
says  it  was  nothing  compared  with  the 
suffering  of  Christ.  The  spirit  of  sacri¬ 
fice,  love,  zeal,  and  a  radiant  joy  are 
manifest  in  his  thin  body  and  earnest 
face. 

—  “He  reminds  me  of  an  unnamed 
heroine  of  the  Oimachi  Church  which 
was  destroyed  by  fire  during  the  war. 
When  the  pastor  and  a  few  members 
returned  to  the  site,  they  determined  to 
rebuild.  With  almost  no  money,  the  peo¬ 
ple  sold  their  coats,  even  during  winter, 
to  get  money  to  help  build. 

“From  newspapers,  women  made  pa¬ 
per  bags  which  they  sold  to  merchants 
for  wrappings  in  grocery  stores.  One 
young  woman,  bringing  her  ‘paper  mon¬ 
ey’  to  the  church  on  a  rainy  night,  was 
killed  at  a  railroad  crossing,  but  the 
church  was  built  on  the  blood  ef  such 
sacrifice.” 

During  the  first  week  of  the  preach¬ 
ing  mission,  Dr.  McKay  spoke  at  the 
Tokiwadai  Baptist  Church  in  Tokyo, 
where  there  were  192  decisions.  He 
wrote  concerning  that  church:  “The 

beautiful  building  was  built  by  Lottie 
Moon  gifts.  The  people  are  quite  culti¬ 
vated  with  an  excellent  choir  and  ex¬ 
treme  politeness  and  good  taste  in  ev¬ 
erything.”

Southern  Baptists  will  he  happy  to 
learn  of  the  part  they  are  having  in  the 
revival  that  is  prevailing  in  Korea,  one  of 
the  most  strategic  places  on  the  map 
today 

A  great  spirit  of  revival  is  now  felt 
in  Korea  with  definite  results  because 
of,  in  large  part,  the  encouragement  and 
help  of  Southern  Baptists  and  of  other 
groups  Since  April  1,  nine  churches 
have  been  rebuilt,  replacing  the  approxi¬ 
mately  150  churches  that  were  destroyed 
since  after  the  out  break  of  hostilities 
there  in  1950. 

Over  000  baptisms  have  been  reported 
and  much  rehabilitations  that  have 
been  affected  due  to  relief  help  from 
America. 

Tracts  and  Testaments  are  being  dis¬ 
tributed  and  the  Gospel  carried  to  the 
lost  in  every  conceivable  way.  The  Gos¬ 
pel  has  been  preached  to  many  of  the 
wounded  prisoners  of  war. 

The  relief  that  Southern  Baptists  have 
provided  has  had  a  wholesome  effect 
in  helping  to  spread  the  Gospel  to  the 
Koreans. 

Baptists  have  carried  on  their  work 
in  Korea  for  half  a  century.  They  have 
not  always  used  the  name  Baptist,  but 
in  faith  and  practice  they  were. 

Another  phase  of  our  work  blessed  by 
God  has  been  preaching  to  wounded 
Chinese  prisoners  of  war  in  a  hospital 
camp  near  Pusan.  Some  are  saved  at 
nearly  every  service.  Many  New  Testa¬ 
ments,  Gospel  portions  and  tracts  have 
been  given  out  and  are  read  eagerly.  It 
is  hard  to  supply  the  demands  for  Chi¬ 
nese  Bibles  and  other  literature  for  these 
men.  From  questions  and  testimonies 
I  find  that  not  many  of  these  men  are 
real  Communists.  They  were  drafted  and 
forced  to  come  to  Korea  to  fight.  There 
are  estimated  to  be  6,000  Nationalist 
Chinese  living  in  Pusan  and  other  cities 
in  south  Korea. 

Pratically  nothing  ia  being  done  in  a 
religious  way  for  them.  If  we  had  a 
Mandrian-speaking  missionary  couple  to 
give  full  time  to  these  people,  active 
churches  could  be  organized  in  a  short 
time. 

Nearly  all  Baptist  and  other  churches 
in  the  war  area  were  partially  or  wholly 
destroyed.  After  the  local  Christiana  have 
done  all  they  could  to  repair  or  rebuild 
their  churches  we  have  come  to  their  res¬ 
cue  with  Baptist  relief  funds  and  helped 
complete  the  job.  Koreans  love  their 
churches  dearly  and  gladly  aacrafice 
time  and  as  much  money  as  they  have 
to  rebuild  thise  damaged  or  destroyed. 
In  Chilsan,  when  it  seemed  there  was  ne 
way  to  build  a  new  church  the  women, 
after  prayer,  decided  to  take  out  a  spoon¬ 
ful  of  rice  from  each  meal  until  there 
was  enough  after  selling  it  to  pay  for  the 
land  for  the  new  church.  The  pastor  sold 
a  piece  of  his  most  prized  rice  field  and 
used  the  money  for  the  church.  After 
he  set  the  example  many  other  mem¬ 
ber!  followed.  When  they  had  done  their 
best,  the  building  was  not  finished.  We 
were  happy  to  step  in  with  Babtist  re¬ 
lief  and  help  them  finish  the  job.  They 
have  a  beautiful  building  in  which  God 
is  honored  at  each  service. 

With  Baptist  relief  funds  we  are  help¬ 
ing  over  200  boys  and  girls  from  Baptist 
homes  to  continue  High  School  and  col¬ 
lege.  It  is  to  these  young  people  we  look 
for  future  leaders  in  the  Church.  Because 
of  war  thousands  of  young  people  are 
unable  to  go  to  school.  They  are  refu¬ 
gees,  they  have  little  or  no  money  and 
in  most  cases  there  is  no  school  for  them
